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IODINE— ITS THERAPEUTIC VALXJi:.

In presenting these remarks to my readers, I am aware* 
that the subject opens a wide field for discussion ; but acting 
upon the theory of " give and take/' I have to proceed. It 
is an indisputable &ct that, in iodine and its combinations^ 
the medical practitioner has at his command an alternative 
second to none in value, in its action upon the human econo- 
my. Potassic iodide has, as your readers all know, been the 
sheet-anchor of the fraternity in the treatment of sypBylitic 
troubles, and particularly in the last stages of the evil ; or, 
if not the potassic iodide, the mercuric iodide stands as ita 
twin sister in warding of the clutch of grim death. In com* 
bination, however, with mercuric, or other bases, the real 
alterative ppwer, or agent, which changes the whole morbid 
condition of the system, is the iodine ; and, at the risk of 
being termed an innovator, I venture to assert that, in aH 
afiections in which the iodides are indicated, the iodine wrH 
accomplish better results^ and in a shorter time, if prescribed 
in the manner I suggest. In a practice of a good many 
y^rs, I have had repeated demonstra^ns of the abeve &ct.. 
while a student at the Atlanta Medical College, the writer 
was accorded,, superipr facilities for observing the effects of 
the potassic iodioes,* and could not &1I to note the rapid \ttt^ 

Srovement in those syphilitic patients who were taking large 
OSes (from 120 ^ 300 grains d£^ily)^ while some of, the pa- 
tients, to, whoo^ 'smaller doses were administerea, showed 
iTerr little improvement. It occurred to me that if the 
iodine combinatiQn exercised sach a power in eliminating «tte 
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venereal poison^ why would not the iodine, in a more con- 
centrated form, have a still better effect? I, accordingly, 
prescribed it in the following manner : 

E.— Iodine resub 1 dr. 

Potas«io<H ....t »..*.....l dr. 

^ Aquae pure ......•., 1 oz. 

S. A. 

Of this solutioM I have, fi>r a long time, been prescribing 
from ten to ihj minims, thrice daily. The administration 
of the iodides has been followed, in my experience, repeat- 
edly, by a peculiar eruption, attended witl^ intolerable itch- 
injg, but I have failed to observe any such effect when using 
the iodine solution. In order that the remedy may have its 
full effect, it should be largely diluted with water — from half 
to one goblet of water with each dose. If taken in this 
manner, it exhibits no irritating properties upon the gastric 
mucuous membrane, nor, in any way, disturbs the stomach. 
Being rapidly absorbed by presenting to the whole of the 
mucous membrane a diluted solution, it finds its way into 
the circulation, and by its alterative power, accomplishes 
ends eminently desirable. By its use I have relieved the 
most acute ostalgia of syphilitic origin, when the iodines had 
signally failed. In chronic rheumatism and pulmonary 
tubercolosis 1 -have used it with the happiest results. 
Whether its action is one of direct effect upon the lung tis- 
sue, or through the blood by its alterative effect, I am not 
prepared to state. To every physician, however, it is plain 
that pulmonary affections are co-existent with adeprured con- 
ditions of the blood ; and when this vibrated state of the 
system does not exist, there can be no morbific exhibition. 
1 could cite many instances of the beneficent action of the 
above remedy, but I fear my communication is already too 
long. In my next I may have something to say in refer- 
ence to its action as a tonic.

A EAMBLE THROUGH OUR AUGUST EXCHAN- 

GES. 



Dr. Wm. L» Newell, of Mellville, N. J., reports in the 
Fhiladelphm Medical IhneSj that he has emrloyea chloral hy- 
drate in the form of enema (5 gra. in 2 ozs. starch gruel) 
with decided success in the treatment of dysentary. 
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The Paris Medkale says of Battey's operation : ^* It is not 
only rash, but is to be condemned for its boldness. We can- 
not approve of the conduct of a surgeon who thus plays 
•wifh the life of his patients, especiallv when we renaember 
the gravity of deep lesions of the peritoneum. We are hap^ 
|ty to state that no French surgeon has followed the foot- 
steps of the Am^can.^' 

Dr. Herrick, of Greenville, Michigan, states irf the iBGhi- 
gan Medical News, that he has relieved a case of prolapsus 
uteri, complicated with ulceration and distressing leucor- 
rbcea, by the application of galvanism. 

Dr. Chapman, of Grand Crossing, III., in s^me journal, 
reports three cases of strangulated hernia reduced after hy- 
podermic injection of 1-3 grain of mur. morphia. IJe also 
uses it with much success in asthma and other spasmodic 
troubles. Prefers it to the sulphate. 

Dr. Hammond, of New Y&rk, contributes to the St. Louis 
Medical and Surgical Journal an able and interesting paper 
on " some points in pathology and treatment of hapatic ab- 
scesses,'* in which he claimed that puncturing the liverwith 
the needle of an aspirator is mot a dangerous operation if it 
be performed early and in the right place; that the right 
place for the operation is through an intercestal space at a 
point not far from a line let fall from the middle of the right 
^ axilla. He also thinks it is very certain that abscesses of 
the liver are much more common in this country than is or- 
dinarily supposed, and that parients die of them without the 
real cause of death being recognized. 

Is Consumption Contagious ? — Dr. Edgar Holden^ of 
Newark, N. J., publishes an elaborate article upon this sub- 
ject in Amer, Journal of Med, Science, July, 1878. Having 
reeeived replies from 250 physieians to whom a circular was 
addressed, asking opinions deduced from experience, he 
finds that one hundred and twenty-six answer aye, seventy- 
four no, and fifty are in doubt, or have had too little expe- 
rience in pulnpnary disorders. Dr. Holden believed that 
the &ct is establkbed that the ekin of a healthy penbn is' 
otM^le of absorbing exorenMntious matter thrown off by 
a diseased person^ and that the health of a well person wiH 
deteriorate. He says the quee^on as to absorbent nowers 
of the skin is settled by the physiolo^sts^ and indeed is 
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essily proven. The fact tbat the health of a weli penon 
wilt deteriorate under the nightly cootat^t of an inv&li^^ 
-whatever be hi$ disease, and that a health&l child will grow 
ill from Yike associatiou with an elderly perspii whose vital 
powers are failing, vAUiovi active disease, are ni«ttera of dailj 
experience; and the conclusion that personal contact, if ia- 
timate and continued, with one who has had both active dis- 
eases and failing vitality, will not only deteriorate health, 
but actually produce similar disease, is more than plausible, 
indeed is proven hy the following coDclusious of argu- 
ment : — 

Ist. The general eiperieuce we have drawn upon favors 
such belief. 

2d. Most authorities, even amon|; the non-believers in 
infection, cohcedesuch danger from intimate contact; and — 

3d. Such a theory harmonizes as ao other can the opin^ 
iona of careful observers. 

To epitomize concisely, therefore, we believe that con- 
sumption is communicable in its latter slf^ by means of 
soluble ezcrementious matter thrown off by the skin and 
deposited on the bedding and underclothing, or in any other 
manner brought into contact with the naked Ruriace of a 
healthy body; and I hat, although in some instances this cnay 
be thrown off without development into new disease, it is 
vet very liable to be developed and more liable where the 
nealthy person is by heredity or depression in a favorable 
state for its reception; ; nd, finally, that the idea of infecti«n 
or communication by the atmosphere is not sustained, and i» 
rare eyen if it is possibl*.

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Is THERE A Fluid for Battey's Operation? by Dr. 
Robert Battey, of Rorae, Qa. This paper is dev.oted to an- 
49wering this question, and is written in the author's sharp, 
lucid style. After presenting the history of cases with post- 
mortem, when the unsatisfied menstrual ii^olimen was the 
oause of death, he naturally considers the question, doe$ the 
removal of both ovaries arrest itienstruation ? He believes 
that the history of the operation answers the question in the 
affirmative, and sustains the ovular theory of menstruation. 
The apparent exceptions to this rule, he believes to l>e due 
to the fact that the ©varies are not entirely removed, and 
cites his first, third, seventh and twelfth cases in which he 
was positive of the complete removal of both ovaries, as ex- 
amples. In these Viases the molimen was completely des- 
troyed. On the other hand, he cites cases in which, owing 
to circumstances, the entii*e tissue of the avary could not be 
removed, and in these the cure was imperfect. He says : 
^^ I find no records of any case where the phenomena con- 
tinued after both ovaries had been completely removed.'' 

Treatment of Hiccough by Pilocarpine. — Dr. 
Ortille, of Lille, in a|Ietter published in the Bulletin de Thera- 
peutiquey d<^clares that in a case of obstinate hiccough, in a 
man 65 years of age, who had been suffering for some years 
£rom the consequences of cerebrai thrombosis, vertigo, sciu- 
tillations, transient hemiplegia, vomiting, and lastly, persis- 
tent hiccough, he c»on(^ived the idea of injecting 2J centi* 
grams (3-8ths grain) of chlorhydrat of pilocarpine, and that 
a quarter of an hour after the injection, the niccough had 
disappeared not to return again. The patient was covered 
with sweat, and salivation was set up. — Can. Jour. Med, 
Science.

IHE TREATMENT OF HiEMATURIA AND 
OTHER HEMORRHAGIC TENDENCIES.

But whilst entertaining such an idea, we must admit, thai 
in the case here reported, there has bee* a great difference 
from many nephritic complaints. But it has not been my 
purpose to discuss, the question, if urine may or may riot 
afisume a bright or dark, a yellow or red, o^ blackish hue in 
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die progre88> OBt "only of diieases of the brini&rj organs^ hut 
also of others of chronic forms. It is an establish^ ftd^ 
that in penoMt' subject to jamiidiea end* dy^pgia^ or of dis* 
eases of tine kidi»ys and adjaoent organs, that the nnne doet 
assonie vanww huesf saieh ia ike caiBO sometimes with those 
saffeeiog.fittm hmn^rrhoida. Sach is the ease pnKtooed by 
medtcinea of an acid character sometimes ; such is the case 
with articles of diet, and again, snch may be the case doe to 
the water we drink. In the case reported, all of these ques* 
tions are pertinent to free discussions, and would be in con- 
sidering bleedings from the -urinary organs, as there is fre- 
quently a difficulty existing of determining the special orgai» 
affected. 

We do not deny that an injury arising from the passage 
of concretions from the kidneys, uroters, bladder glanda 
adjacent to it, and along the nrethral tracks wilt produce 
often bleeding. We do not deny the fact that malignant 
growths in tiMse organs will produce similar results--or that 
blood may be effiis^ from the surfaces of the organs or parts 
just mentioned, in consequence of diseai^ or traumatic causes* 
Periodic hsematuria or an intermittent hsamaturia, nfiay and 
is frequently met with, and coagiila may and does form in 
the bladder after having been found out ft*om the sur&ceo 
of the bladder or from some portion of the kidneys. 

From an admission of facts like these, we might also dis- 
cuss the question of hsamaturia is a disease j>€r se, or is it 
merely a symptom due to, or hf^ing wily an intimate asso^ 
ciatton with serious disonlered physical conditions ? In the 
case reported, the pain, the flashes of heat, the bearing down^ 
weighty sensation, vomiting, bteedinff, &c., to me indicated 
a flow of blood from the kidney. But as stated, the ques- 
tion may arise, if there is really any difference in the symp- 
toms mentioned, from these or of other nephritic complaints.. 
I think there is a difference. But a discussion of this kind,, 
whilst interesting and important, would only lead to extend** 
ed articles to be written upon these complaints tx^nnected 
With the organs referiied to. 

If we regard hematuria as including all bleedings pro* 
ceediSg from the urinary organs alone, then an admission of 
some ,of the &ctA mention^ would oall for some special, 
direct course of treatment which would always be efficacious.. 
Such we are led to believe, not alone from the iroatmont 
persued in this case, but in others, where a disease of the 
urinary apparatus was excluded:

Bat from this 
digression we' turn to the object of this paper^ of again direct* 
iag the attention of the profession to a remedy of nature, 
which has proved efficacious in the treatment of another cla/ii 
of affections from those reported heretofore.

.isatisfied as to the efficacy of each or of both.

The 
absurdity of this will be seen if we substitute sulphur for 
phosphorus, and speak of using sulphur and sulphuric add 
indifferently." 

On rachitis and osteomalacia, treated with Cod-Liver Oil, 
de Jongh's list of cases may be consulted, (i' HuUe de fok 
demot'ue: Paris, 1858 pp. 201 — 211,) and his statements 
may be compared with Wegner^s theoretical considerations 
upon the use of phosphorus in the same diseases.

The phosphates ara aqu)^ the vost. stMJI^baru and ohatU 
nate salts yre haye t© deiil with in, the fabratory. Still if we 
iiigeat them i^ our food the hu^iap labratory assails and de- 
composes them and produces therefrom the complex aad ex- 
traordinary phosphorous compounds which occur in the gray 
matter of the brain. Now if we can supply the lacking 
brain food iu a more direct way, as phospharous per ae, and 
Dot compel the system to decompose and unravel some fixed 
salt to get at the phosphorous it cuntaiufi, it would seem rea? 
sooable to suppose that we had in our hands a very efficient 
nerve tonic and at the same-sime a stimulant. 

Such a theoretical comtideration is supported by recent ex- 
periments. Aud further we know that to get a full thera- 
peutic eBect from phosphorus or ))ho8phoric acid, it ia too 
often necessary to employ these or their salts iu doses which 
seriously disturb the process of digestion. As a very profound 
research upon the action of phosphorus, "VVegner's work may 
be quoted (Der Biufiuss des phosphors auf dtr organismus, 
von Georg Wegner, Virchows' Arohiv fur pathologisch* 
Anatomie iind physiologie. Bd, 35, a. 11, et seq.) 

AVegner's observations show that with small doses of phos- 
phorus, that can in no way exercise an injurious influence 
upon the general ot^anism, a considerable stimulus can be 

!;iven to the formation of bone. Hence its use ia osteoma- 
acia and rachitis may be desirable. Here M'egner is in close 
accord with Lobstein. ■ ^f
